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BIOGRAPHY  AND  GENEALOGY  OF  PETER  CAR  NINE

Peter  Carnine  was  descended  from  the  sturdy  Dutch 
defenders  of  religious  and  political  freedom.  One  legend 
traces  his  ancestry  "back  four  hundred  years  through  Holland 
to  Finland  and  to  a  boat  builder  by  the  name  of  Carnine."  If 
that  is  true  the  family  may  take  some  pride  in  tracing  its 
ancestry  to  the  only  nation  which  is  paying  its  war  debt  to 
the  United  States.  The  Albany  record  shows  that  the  progenitor 
of  the  Carnine  family  in  America  was  Leendert  Phillipse  Conyn 
who  was  born  in  Holland.  Dates  of  birth  and  of  coming  to 
America  are  not  given  in  that  record.  His  name  was  found  on 
records  at  Beavermyck,  New  York,  dated  1655.  He  died  in  1704. 

The  second  son  of  Leendert  Conyn  was  Phillip  Conyn, 
whose  second  son  was  Dirk  Conyn  (  spelled  Derek  Konyn  in  the 
Sebring  record).  Dirk  married  Rachael  Van  Bechten  in  1707. 

The  Sebring  record  gives  1712  as  the  date.  They  had  five 
children,  the  youngest  also  being  named  Dirk,  born  February 

7,  1725.  He  married  Catalyntie  _ ,  about  1750.  They 

had  two  sons,  Peter  Carnine,  born  November  16,  1752,  and 
Andrew  Carnine,  born  1761.  According  to  the  Sebring  record 
Peter  Carnine  married  three  sisters,  Caterdiente,  Christina, 
and  Hannah  Sebring. 

The  ancestor  of  the  Sebrings  in  America  was  Raelof  Sebring  or 
Sebrant,  of  the  Province  of  Drenthe,  Netherlands.  His  son, 

Jan  Raelofse  Sebring,  was  born  in  Holland  in  1631.  He  came 
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to  America  and  lived  in  Flatbush,  Long  Island,  1675 
to  1688.  A  son,  Raelof  Sebring,  married  Chrystinge 
Volekertse  about  1700  and  to  them  was  born  Cornelius  Se¬ 
bring  .  He  married  Autie  Van  Arsdalen,  April  25,  1748. 

They  had  four  daughters,  three  of  whom  Peter  Carnine  married. 
The  Sebring  record  is  inserted  here  just  as  received  from 
Mrs.  Bryant.  The  Conyn  record  is  given  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Peter  Carnine  record.  Some  of  the  names  have  various 
spellings . 

1-1  Raelof  Sebring 

Province  of  Drenthe,  Netherlands,  Ancestor  of  Sebrings 
in  America. 

1-2  Jan  Raelafse  Sebring 

Born  in  Holland,  1631.  Married  Adrianna  Polhem us.  She  was 

a  daughter  of  Rev.  Johannes  Theodorus  Polhem  us,  who  was  born 
in  Holland,  1598.  Lived  in  Flatbush,  Long  Island  1675-1688, 
and  was  a  member  of  Flatbush  Church,  1677. 

Moved  to  Bergen,  N.  Y.  (Bergen,  p.  259-260). 

1-3  Raelof  Sebring 

Born  between  1670-1680.  Married  Christynge  Volekertse, 
about  1700,  at  Flatbush,  Long  Island.  She  was  a  daughter  of 
Dirk  Volekertse,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  first  Dutch 
church,  New  Brunswick.  Elder--  1717,  1718,  1733.  Will  dated 
July  24,  1752;  probated  1756. 

1-4  Cornelius  Sebring 

Married  Autie  Van  Arsdalen,  April  25,  1748.  Daughter  of 
Cornelius  Sy  Van  Arsdalen.  Members  of  New  Brunswick  Church, 
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1757.  Deacon,  1765. 

1- 5  Aiitie  Sebring,  born  April  9,  1749. 

2- 5  Caterdiente  Sebring,  born-  August  7,  1751 

3- 5  Christina  Sebring,  born  January  28,  1759. 

4- 5  Hannah  Sebring. 

Peter  Carnine  married  three  of  these  daughters. 

Peter  Carnine  was  born  November  16,  1752  at  Bound 
Brook  in  Somerset  County,  New  Jersey,  near  the  New  York 
line.  His  father,  Dirk  Conyn,  died  when  Peter  was  an  in¬ 
fant.  In  this  community  Peter  grew  to  manhood  and  from 
here  he  enlisted  in  the  Continental  army,  July  1776.  He 
served,  in  all,  four  years,  with  the  ranks  of  Orderly 
Sergeant  and  of  Quartermaster,  under  Captains  William  Ver- 
bryck  and  R.  Staats,  with  Colonel  Quick.  The  record  shows 
that  he  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Germantown. 

Judge  Smock  gives  the  date  of  his  grandmother’s  birth  as 
February  14,  1774.  Her  name  was  Catherine  Carnine  and  she 
was  probably  the  oldest  of  Peter  Carnine* s  eight  children. 
There  is  some  conflict  in  dates. 

A  son,  Dick  (Richard)  was  baptized  at  Conewago,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  January  23,  1779,  so  Peter  Carnine  must  have  re¬ 
moved  to  that  place  during  his  service  or  immediately  after 
his  discharge.  Peter  Carnine  was  married  three  times,  the 
mother  of  his  children  being  Catalyntie  (  Christina)  Sebrant, 
as  shown  by  the  baptismal  record  in  the  Conewago  Church  when 
Richard  was  baptized.  She  was  possibly  the  second  wife.  It 
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may  be  that  Catherine  was  a  daughter  of  the  first  wife. 

The  Conewago  settlement  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania 
was  an  overflow  from  New  Jersey  about  1765.  Possibly  the 
Dutch  farmers  thought  they  were  getting  too  crowded.  It 
is  very  sure  that  they  wanted  to  maintain  their  nationality 
and  moved  in  large  groups.  Dr.  Scomp  in  his  address  at 
the  Centennial  celebration  of  the  founding  of  the  "Old  Mud 
Meeting  House"  makes  this  statement — "  These  settlers,  it  is 
known,  formed  the  famous  Conewago  Colony  so  named  from  the 
neighboring  Conewago  creek.  This  church,  ’Old  Conewago’, 
as  our  fathers  called  it,  was  about  three  miles  south  of 
Gettysburg,  and  very  near  the  immortal  battle  ground  of 
1863."  Practically  nothing  remains  of  this  church  today. 

It  "  is  to  be  located  only  by  a  search  in  a  small  enclosure 
overgrown  with  high  weeds,  near  a  wood,  and  only  with 
difficulty  can  some  of  the  foundation  stones  be  discovered, 
and  a  few  markers  of  the  resting  places  of  the  dead."  And 
yet  from  the  records  of  this  old  church  comes  part  of  the 
record  of  the  Carnine  family. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  intense  pride  that  we  may  claim 
as  ancestors  those  sturdy  Dutch  farmers  who  so  long  waged 
war  in  the  defense  of  religious  and  political  freedom  under 
the  banner  of  the  great  William  of  Orange.  They  were  origin¬ 
ally  French  Hugenots  and  had  moved  into  Holland,  then  "the  con- 
tenintental  asylum  for  persecuted  protestants."  Dr.  Scomp, 
in  the  paper  read  at  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  "  Old 
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Mud  Meeting  House",  says,  "If  political  liberty  was  born  in 
Greece,  religious  liberty  was  cradled  in  the  Netherlands. 

It  is  something  to  be  of  the  blood  of  those  who  fought  at 
Ivres  or  perished  in  the  butchery  of  St.  Bartholomew;  it  is 
much  to  be  the  children  of  those  who  suffered  the  horrors  of 
Haarlem  and  Leyden;  and  who  cut  the  dykes  to  let  in  the  wild 
North  Sea  upon  their  homes  sooner  than  prove  false  to  their 
religion. " 

Men  who  had  faced  the  "infernal  Duke  of  Alva”  had  little 
fear  of  American  savages  and  so  naturally  these  Hollanders 
sought  the  larger,  freer  life  of  America.  As  before  said, 
the  ancestors  of  our  family  settled  first  near  New  York,  and 
in  the  north-eastern  part  of  New  Jersey,  probably  near  New 
Brunswick.  Here  was  established  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  in 
America,  at  Bound  Brook,  Somerset  County,  New  Jersey.  About 
this  time  the  "Westward  Ho"  spirit  sent  these  Dutch  settlers 
into  Southeastern  Pennsylvania,  some  stopping  near  Philadelphia, 
while  others,  pushing  on  into  York  County,  founded  the  famous 
Conewago  community,  Peter  Carnine  remained  in  New  Jersey  some 
years  longer  for  it  was  here  that  he  enlisted  July,  1776,  to 
serve  in  the  war  for  Independence.  After  the  war  he  seemingly 
joined  the  Conewago  Colony,  where  he  remained  until  about  1793 
when  he,  with  many  others,  moved  to  Mercer  County,  Kentucky  and 
later  to  Shelby  County.  Near  Harrodsburg,  Kentucky,  is  the 
"Old  Mud  Meeting  House",  originally  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church, 
of  which  Peter  Carnine  was  a  trustee.  The  deed  to  the  site  was 
made  to  John  Van  Bryck,  Isaac  Vannice  and  Peter  Carnine,  as

trustees  of  the  organization. 

The  church  was  the  center  of  the  community  life  of  these 
Dutch  colonists.  We  saw  that  members  of  the  Sebrant  family 
were  officials  in  the  church  at  Flatbush,  Long  Isalnd  as  early 
as  1677.  Another  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  New  Burnswick 
church  and  was  a  deacon  in  1717.  Then  came  the  settlement  and 
founding  of  the  church  at  Conewago.  The  ancestors  of  these 
men  and  women  had  fought  and  suffered  much  in  the  defense  of 
religious  and  political  freedom  in  Holland.  In  America  they 
held  together  in  colonies  or  settlements  for  many  years  and 
were  ever  loyal  to  the  principles  of  their  fathers. 

In  the  summer  of  1935  the  writer  had  the  pleasure  of 
visiting  the  Old  Mud  Meeting  House.  There  have  been  no  ser¬ 
vices  there  for  many  years  and  the  building  is  very  much  in 
need  of  repairs.  Descendants  of  the  former  members  now  liv¬ 
ing  in  Mercer  County,  are  attempting  to  preserve  the  building. 

The  title  deed  was  dated  December  22,  1800.  The  building  is 
located  on  the  dry  fork  of  Salt  River,  about  four  miles  from 
Harrodsburg,  Kentucky.  Its  walls  were  of  hewed  uprights  in¬ 
terlaced  with  sticks  and  mortar.  From  this  construction  it 
took  its  name,  Mud  Meeting  House.  Later  it  was  weather  boarded. 

The  building  stands  on  a  little  hill.  In  the  rear  is  the 
old  cemetery.  On  the  markers  are  names  familiar  to  Montgomery 
county  people — Adams,  Banta,  Demaree  (Demarest)  and  many  others. 
A  brief  search  failed  to  locate  the  graves  of  any  of  the  Carnine 
family.  Peter  Carnine,  with  many  others,  had  moved  on  to  Shelby 
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County.  The  church  organization  disappeared  and  the  building 
was  used  for  many  years  by  the  Cumberland  Presbyterians. 

Later  it  was  used  by  the  Methodists. 

The  record  does  not  reveal  the  name  of  the  church 
attended  in  Shelby  county  but  Ralph  Canine  had  become  a  deacon 
in  the  Primitive  Baptist  Church  before  leaving  Kentucky.  The 
Hollanders  had  ceased  to  move  and  settle  as  Dutch.  As  they 
mixed  more  with  other  people,  they  drifted  away  from  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church.  The  Primitive  Baptist  Church  was  the 
logical  successor.  In  September,  1826,  the  Union  Primitive 
Baptist  Church  was  organised  in  the  new  home  of  Ralph  and 
Margaret  Canine,  near  Wavel and,  Indiana.  They,  their  child¬ 
ren,  and  many  of  their  ,rand  children  were  faithful  adherents 
of  this  church.  The  church  organization  was  disbanded  in 
1934,  and  the  building  sold.  Today  a  monument  built  of  stones 
taken  from  the  old  farm  marks  the  site.  The  well  kept  cemetery 
is  in  the  rear. 

Peter  Carnine  was  granted  1000  acres  of  land  in  Shelby 
county  for  Revolutionary  War  service.  Here  he  reared  his 
large  family  and  accumulated  quite  a  little  property.  One 
purchase  of  100  acres  in  1805,  for  which  he  paid  $220  to 
John  and  Mary  Ryker  is  described  as  beginning  so  many  feet 
from  the  junction  of  Lutes  Run  and  Little  Bullskin  Creek. 

This  is  about  eight  miles  northeast  of  Shelbyville. 

His  will  makes  disposition  of  several  slaves,  showing 
that  he  was  a  slaveholder,  though  a  generous  one,  as  he  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  liberty  of  all  his  slaves.  Though  most  of  his

children  moved  into  Indiana  and  Western  states,  he  remained 
in  Kentucky  and  died  there  in  1841.  Members  of  his  family 
tell  of  his  visiting  his  children  near  Crawfordsville,  Indiana 
about  1837.  He  died  in  1841  and  was  buried  near  Shelbyville, 
Kentucky. 

Many  families  in  Indiana  and  Western  states  trace  their 
ancestry  back  to  Shelby  County  ,  Kentucky.  Co  W.  Ballard,  Shel¬ 
byville,  had  made  duplicates  of  marriage  licenses  and  real 
estate  records.  These  old  records  show  many  marriages  and 
land  transactions  by  the  Carnine  family.  The  name  is  spelled 
Car  nine,  Cannine,  and  Canine. 

Appended  here  is  the  pension  record  of  Peter  Carnine, 
as  furnished  by  the  pension  department.  Andrew  Carnine  also 
served  throughout  the  Revolutionary  War.

The  following  letter  was  written  by  Mrs.  Emily  Miller 
of  Kansas  to  her  brother,  Henry  Canine,  at  Crawfordsville, 
Indianao  It  possibly  contains  a  few  errors  in  dates  and 
places  but  gives  many  interesting  facts  concerning  Peter 
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Carnine.  Mary  or  Hannah  Sebring  was  the  third  wife  and 
was  married  to  Peter  Carnine  in  Kentucky,,  Peter  and  And¬ 
rew  were  born  in  New  Jersey  and  not  in  Pennsylvania. 

Peter  Carnine  died  in  1841  instead  of  1835  or  1836  as 
stated  in  Mrs.  Miller’s  letter. 

"My  dear  Brother: 

You  ask  me  a  favor  to  which  I  can  not  do  justice. 

But  as  I  always  feel  such  an  interest  in  my  relatives  I 
will  try  to  do  the  best  I  can.  I  am  so  glad  that  some  of 
the  rest  are  interested  as  I  do  not  want  our  family  to  be 
forgotten. 

Our  great  grandfather,  Peter  Carnine,  and  one  brother 
which  is  all  I  have  heard  spoken  of,  were  born  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  near  Philadelphia  (New  Jersey  )  .  There  he  was  married 
to  Mary  Sebern.  He  served  several  years  in  the  Revolutionary 
War.  After  that  closed  he  came  west  with  a  colony  of  about 
sixty  souls .  Starting  from  near  Philadelphia  in  wagons  and 
on  foot  driving  their  cattle  to  Pittsburg  where  they  took 
flat  boats  and  landed  at  the  falls  of  the  Ohio  River  where 
Louisville  now  stands.  They  landed  and  went  to  what  is  now 
Harrodsburg,  Mercer  County,  Kentucky.  About  1810  or  1811, 
they  all,  that  is  great  grandfather  and  his  family  (  then  most 
of  them  married)  ,  went  to  Shelby  County,  Kentucky.  They 
thought  to  have  a  settlement  of  anti-slave  owners  but  were 
mistaken  for  it  followed  them.  Then  in  from  about  1830  to 
1834  our  grandfather  and  his  brother  and  sisters  came  to  Ind¬ 


iana  which  was  a  free  state.  The  brother  and  two  sisters  located 
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in  Montgomery  County  and  two  sisters  in  Marion  County,  and 
in  1834  great  grandfather  and  his  third  wife  drove  from 
Shelby  County,  Kentucky,  to  Crawfordsville  in  a  two  horse 
wagon  to  visit  his  children,  grand  children  and  great 
grand  children.  He  was  then  near  90  years  old.  He  died 
at  Shelby,  Kentucky,  in  1835  or  1836.  (1841) 

Now  this  is  only  from  the  recollections  of  my  child¬ 
hood,  just  what  I  chanced  to  hear  and  see  of  things  I 
loved  to  know  about  and  which  I  put  away  as  sacred. 

There  may  be  some  mistakes  but  remember  these  are 
the  recollections  of  a  child  then  not  more  than  seven  or 
eight  year  old.  (  I  was  born  in  1828)  0 

Your  living  sister, 

Mary  E.  Miller" 

P.  S.  You  know  I  can  not  use  a  pen  at  all  and  I  have  so 
many  interruptions  here  that  I  can  hardly  think  what  I 
want  to  say.  If  there  is  anything  else  I  can  do  in  this 
line,  I  will  be  most  happy  to  serve  you." 
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The  following  letter  was  received  by  Carrie  E.  Allen 
from  Mrs.  S.  E.  Markwell  of  2413  Jackson  Avenue,  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  a  daughter  of  Cornelius  Canine,  who  was  a 
son  of  Richard  Canine  and  Charity  Van  Nice. 

”1  have  very  little  to  tell  youQ  We  have  no  family  re¬ 
cords  from  which  I  can  give  you  any  important  information. 

I  remember  when  a  small  child  of  going  to  a  place  called 
Grandpa  Canine’s,  so  well,  the  house  and  all.  I  don’t  know 
what  his  given  name  was.  A  second  (third)  wife  we  called 
Aunt  Hanna0  Her  name  had  been  Hanna  Sebern.  (  I  am  not 
sure  that  is  spelled  right)  .  She  stayed  at  our  house  a 
good  deal  after  Grandpa  died,  but  I  do  not  know  what  became 
of  her.  Cannot  tell  you  anything  more  about  the  family. 

Father  was  born  February  7,  1809.  Perhaps  you  can  place  him 
in  the  family  list.  I  do  not  know  now  how  the  family  came. 
James  and  Samuel  died  without  being  married,  I’m  pretty  sure, 
and  I  think  William  died  in  childhood.  My  father  was  a 
slave-holder.  The  only  one  of  the  Canines  who  was  so  wicked. 
He  inherited  them  through  his  wife.  Let  me  hear  again  please.

P.  S.  I  shall  have  to  take  back  that  last  assertion,,  It  was 
the  old  grandfather  Canine,  Aunt  Hanna’s  husband,  who  had 
negro  slaves.” 

In  a  note  Miss  Allen  says,  "Mrs.  Markwell  had  written 
me  before  that  Cornelius,  her  father,  was  the  only  one  of 
Richard  and  Charity’s  sons  who  did  not  go  to  Montgomery  Co. , 
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Indiana  about  the  time  their  father  died.  He  afterward 
went  to  Missouri.

Dr.  Robert  F.  Canine  wrote  to  Miss  Allen: 

"I  am  very  glad  to  hear  that  some  one  in  the  family 
has  taken  the  trouble  to  compile  a  record. 

My  father  and  grandfather  always  felt  very  proud  of 
their  ancestry,  but  seemed  to  know  very  little  in  the  way 
of  exact  data.  The  Monfort  or  Montfort  family  in  tracing 
their  origin  used  the  record  of  the  Burgess  family  which 
is  connected  with  the  Canine  family,  and  the  Burgess  Re¬ 
cord- -which  I  have  never  seen- -traces  the  Canine  family 
four  hundred  years  back  through  Holland  to  Finland  to  a 
boat-builder  by  the  name  of  Canine. 

Peter  Carnine,  who  was  a  sergeant  in  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  Army,  is  buried  in  Shelby  County  in  this  state  and  en¬ 
listed  and  drew  a  pension  under  the  name  of  Peter  Carnine0 
He  died  in  1839  (1841)  at  the  age  of  90.  I  believe  he  was 
the  father  of  Richard  Canine.” 

Dr.  Canine  is  a  dentist  in  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

His  father  and  grandfather  were  also  dentists  of  that  city.

1st.  I  will  to  my  wife,  Hannah  Canine,  one  bedstead,  bed 
and  furniture,  one  horse  and  saddle  and  bridle  suitable 
for  her  to  ride,  which  she  is  to  do  as  she  pleases  with  at 
her  death. 

2ndo  I  wish  my  executors  hereafter  named  as  soon  as  con¬ 
venient  after  my  decease  to  sell  all  the  perishable  part 
of  my  estate  and  out  of  the  money  arising  there-from  to 
pay  all  my  just  debts  and  funeral  expenses  and  the  balance 
to  be  equally  divided  among  my  several  children,  taking 
into  consideration  the  amount  each  one  has  received  here¬ 
tofore  o 

3rdo  I  will  my  negro  woman  by  the  name  Addaline  to  my  wife 
for  the  term  of  three  years  after  my  decease,  at  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  which  time  I  wish  her,  the  said  Addaline,  to  be 
set  free. 

I  further  desire  that  my  negro  man,  Dave,  shall  serve 
my  wife  during  her  life  and  at  her  death  I  wish  him,  the 
said  Dave  to  be  set  free. 

4th.  I  wish  my  executors  as  soon  as  convenient  to  sell  my 
young  negros,  namely — Jane,  Margaret,  James,  George,  and 
Frances--  the  proceeds  to  be  equally  divided  among  my  chil- 
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dr  en  and  I  wish  my  executors  to  allow  the  above  negros 
the  liberty  of  choosing  their  master. 


5th.  I  desire  in  the  event  I  should  out  live  my  wife 
I  wish  the  above  named  Addaline  and  Dave  to  be  set  free 
at  my  decease. 


Lastly —  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  Claybourne 
L.  White  and  Robert  Doak  executors  of  this  my  last 
will  and  testament  hereby  revoking  all  others  as  former 
wills  or  testaments  by  me  heretofore  made. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and 
affixed  my  seal  this  8th  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1841.

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RALPH  CANINE 

I  have  gleaned  these  facts  from  various  sources, 
concerning  Ralph  Canine.  He  was  born  in  Pennsylvania, 
December  3,  1789,  his  fathers’s  name  being  Peter  Carnine. 
The  mother’s  name  was  Catalyntic  Sebrant.  When  Ralph  was 
about  four  years  of  age  his  parents  moved  to  Kentucky, 
living  first  in  Mercer  and  then  in  Shelby  County.  At 
the  age  of  nineteen  he  was  married  to  Margaret  Waimen. 

His  father  gave  him  one  hundred  acres  of  land  which  he 
tilled  for  six  years  and  then  enlisted  in  the  campaign 
planned  against  the  Indians  in  Illinois .  At  the  close 
of  the  war  of  1812  he  returned  to  his  Kentucky  home. 

He  later  sold  his  farm  of  100  acres  for  $1100  and  start¬ 
ed  for  Indiana,  January  6,  1826.  With  them  came  seven 
children,  one  having  been  buried  in  Kentucky.  Three 
children,  Cornelius,  Jackson,  and  Margaret,  were  born 
in  Indiana,  the  latter  dying  while  small. 

He  entered  and  cleared  many  acres  of  land.  All  of 
his  children  were  settled  on  farms  within  three  miles  of 
the  home  farm.  On  the  sixteenth  day  of  September,  1826, 
in  the  home  of  Ralph  and  Margaret  Canine,  was  constituted 
the  Union  Baptist  Church,  they  with  others  being  charter 
members .  Both  had  united  with  the  Baptist  Church  in  Ken¬ 
tucky,  Ralph  being  there  ordained  a  deacon,  an  office 
which  he  continued  to  hold  until  his  death.  All  of  his 
children,  with  the  exception  of  James,  were  members  of 
the  Union  Baptist  Church.  James,  however,  lived  and  died 
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a  firm  believer  in  the  faith  of  his  father.  Practi¬ 
cally  all  the  grand  children  are  or  were  members  of 
the  Primitive  Baptist  Church  or  the  Missionary  Baptist 
Church.  The  Old  Union  Church  celebrated  its  one  hun¬ 
dredth  anniversary  in  1926.  The  church  organization 
was  disbanded  in  1934.  The  building  was  sold  and  re¬ 
moved.  The  cemetery  is  controlled  by  a  corporation 
and  has  a  small  endowement  for  its  upkeep.  Located  one 
and  one  half  miles  north  of  Waveland. 

Ralph  Canine  was  always  a  Democrat  but  so  far  as 
we  know  never  held  a  political  office.  His  son,  Will¬ 
iam,  was  at  one  time  County  Commissioner  but  as  a  rule 
the  family  has  not  been  one  of  office  seekers  or  hold¬ 
ers.  David  A.  Canine  was  sheriff  of  Montgomery  County 
from  1897  to  1901,  while  Charles  A.  Canine  was  comm¬ 
issioner  in  the  same  county  for  one  term.  Margaret, 
the  wife  of  Ralph  Canine,  died  November  5,  1863.  In 
1865  he  married  Ann  Elizabeth  Van  Cleave,  who  survived  him. 

He  would  have  been  ninety  years  old  on  the  third  day 
of  December  1879.  September  11th  was  the  birthday  of  his 
youngest  son  with  whom  he  lived.  On  this  day  his  chil¬ 
dren,  grand  children  and  great  grand  children  met  at  the 
old  home  to  celebrate  his  ninetieth  birthday,  but  a  few 
days  off.  I  was  a  child  of  eleven  and  can  well  remember 
that  my  great  grandfather  was  as  active  as  any  one  pre¬ 
sent.  He  jumped  up  and  struck  the  bottoms  of  his  feet 
together,  saying  it  was  a  trick  of  his  youthful  days.  In 
the  afternoon  there  were  speeches  and  the  old  songs  that 
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delighted  his  heart.  Taken  from  the  Crawfordsville  Re- 
viw  of  that  week,  John  R.  Canine  furnished  us  with  an 
account  of  this  first  of  the  Canine  family  reunions. 

HIS  FRIENDS  DO  HIM  HONOR 

CELEBRATION  OF  THE  NINETIETH  ANNIVERSARY  DAY  OF 

THE  VENERABLE  RALPH  CANINE,  SEPTEMBER  11,  1879. 

"Last  Thursday  was  the  ninetieth  anniversary  of  the 
birthday  of  the  venerable  Ralph  Canine  of  Brown  Township, 
and  on  that  day  friends  and  relatives,  from  miles  around 
in  all  directions,  came  in  carriages,  wagons  and  on  horse¬ 
back,  till  the  house  was  full  and  the  large  barn  tot  was 
packed  with  teams.  The  day  was  just  such  as  all  concerned 
prayed  for  and  the  weather  was  delightful.  After  a  royal 
dinner  had  been  partaken  of  by  all,  seats  were  arranged 
for  about  150  persons.  Then  the  guests  were  arranged  in 
family  divisions,  the  older  ones  in  front,  till  all  were 
seated.  The  gray  headed  father  of  them  all  walked  slowly 
around  the  circle  and  congratulated  each  one  with  a  word 
of  cheer  and  welcome,  after  which  he  was  called  upon  for 
a  few  remarks.  He  spoke  as  follows:  ’Fellow  citizens, 
children,  grand  children  and  great  grand  children,  it  is 
with  special  pleasure  that  I  welcome  you  on  this  occasion. 

I  am  old  and  feeble  and  you  will  not  expect  too  much  from 
me.  I  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  in  1789;  my  father  emigrated 
to  Shelby  County,  Kentucky,  when  I  was  but  four  years  of 
age.  I  was  married  at  the  age  of  19,  at  which  time  my  father 
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gave  me  one  hundred  acres  of  land.  I  engaged  in  farming 
for  six  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  I  enlisted  in  the 
campaign  planned  against  the  Indians  in  Illinois.  I  was 
out  to  the  close  of  the  War  of  1812.  I  then  returned  to 
my  home,  sold  my  land  and  emigrated  to  Montgomery  County, 
Indiana,  and  to  this  place.  When  I  arrived  I  possessed 
only  a  few  dollars  and  one  horse.  I  invested  my  money 
in  land  and  began  clearing  off  my  farm,  for  all  these 
fields  you  now  see  stood  then  with  heavy  timber.  I  have 
done  well  by  my  children  and  yet  have  an  abudance  left 
for  my  own  use.  I  have  always  tried  to  live  honestly 
with  my  fellowmen.  I  have  lived  so  that  I  am  not  afraid 
to  die.  I  have  now  said  about  all  I  desire  to  say.  I 
will  now  give  place  for  others  who  desire  to  speak.  I 
shall  be  glad  to  listen  to  you  be  it  of  a  social  or  relig¬ 
ious  nature.* 

William  Canine  was  called  upon.  He  referred  to  the 
occasion  as  being  the  most  impressive  of  his  life;  spoke 
of  pioneer  life  and  related  several  incidents  full  of  in¬ 
terest,  and  closed  by  saying  that  we  should  live  for  the 
future  and  hoped  that  this  circle  here  would  be  an  un¬ 
broken  circle  in  Heaven. 

C.  L.  Canine  referred  to  the  duration  of  ninety  years 
as  far  above  the  average  of  life,  and  hoped  his  father 
would  survive  ten  years  longer  that  we  might  have  the 
pleasure  of  celebrating  his  one  hundredth  anniversary.  He 
also  spoke  of  the  unblemished  character  of  his  father,  and 
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recommended  that  all  present  walk  in  the  royal  path  of  life 
as  his  father  had  done. 

J.  J.  Canine  said  as  this  was  his  forty-sixth  birthday 
he  did  not  claim  any  honor  as  the  occasion  was  purely  for 
the  celebration  of  his  father’s  ninetieth  anniversary.  He 
also  said  that  the  labor  of  preparing  for  the  occasion  was 
a  work  in  which  he  delighted  and  that  he  was  glad  to  see 
almost  all  the  relations  present  to  enjoy  it.  He  spoke  at 
length  in  a  social  manner  and  hoped  that  a  fraternal  feel¬ 
ing  might  always  exist  amongst  the  Canine  posterity. 

John  L.  Goben  said:  ’To  see  so  many  in  this  gather¬ 
ing  certainly  meant  something,  and  that  he  was  glad  to  see 
such  a  fraternal  feeling  existing  amongst  the  family  (  a  tie 
once  partially  severed)  and  was  especially  pleased  to  see 
the  relation  join  to  reverence  their  venerable  father.* 

After  a  vote  of  thanks  to  J.  J.  Canine  and  lady  for 
preparing  for  the  occasion,  G.  M.  Canine  closed  the  exercises 
by  prayer.  There  were  three  children,  five  daughters-in-law, 
forty-one  grand  children,  and  forty-one  great  grand  children, 
besides  about  thirty  other  relatives  present." 

Crawfords ville  Review,  Sept.  1879 
How  fortunate  it  was  that  his  children  had  decided  on 
holding  the  reunion  in  September  "while  the  weather  was  good", 
for  he  did  not  live  to  see  his  ninetieth  birthday.  He  was 
taken  ill  very  suddenly  and  died  September  27,  1879.  In 
old  Union  Cemetery  on  the  farm  where  he  had  made  his  home  for 
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more  than  half  a  century,  surrounded  in  death  as  in  life 
by  his  children,  he  was  buried.  The  last  of  his  eleven 
children.  Uncle  Jackson,  passed  away  June  12,  1911,  and 
was  laid  to  rest  in  this  cemetery.  Union,  near  Waveland. 

The  following  genealogy  or  family  tree  is  not  com¬ 
plete  but  may  be  of  interest  and  of  some  use  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family.  The  Arabic  1-1  refers  to  Leendert 
Conyn  of  the  first  generation.  1-2,  2-2,  etc.,  are  his 
children,  the  second  generation;  while  1-3,  2-3,  3-3  are 
of  the  third  generation.  This  continues  to  1-12,  2-12, 
etc.  of  the  twelfth  generation.  We  will  be  pleased  to 
have  information  from  any  one  that  will  make  this  gen¬ 
ealogy  more  complete. 

The  names  of  the  children  of  Peter  Carnine  are  given 
but  the  order  may  be  wrong  as  I  do  not  now  have  the  dates 
of  birth  of  several  of  them.  Catherine  was  probably  the 
oldest  and  Ralph  was  doubtless  one  of  the  youngest,  so 
their  names  are  put  in  that  order. 

This  genealogy  was  prepared  primarily  for  the  des¬ 
cendants  of  Ralph  Canine.  The  genealogy  of  the  Van  Nuys 
family  by  Miss  Carrie  E.  Allen  gives  detailed  information 
for  the  families  of  Richard  and  Cornelius  Carnine  because 
they  married  into  that  family.  Only  a  brief  summary  of 
the  records  of  those  two  families  is  given  here. 

Two  pages  are  reserved  so  that  any  additional  infor¬ 
mation  may  be  recorded,  by  other  members  of  the  family.

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The  1935  edition  of  this  record  begins  with  Dirk  Conyn 
(  spelled  Derek  Konyn  in  the  Sebring  record)  .  Information 
received  from  Mrs .  Forney  after  that  record  was  typed  and 
bound  shows  that  Dirk  Conyn  was  the  grandson  of  Leendert 
Phillipse  Conyn,  the  progenitor  of  the  family  in  America. 

The  original  name  as  shown  by  the  Albany  record  was  Conyn 
rather  than  Konyn,  as  given  in  the  Sebring  record.  The 
Revolutionary  war  record  spells  the  name  C amine.  Kentucky 
records  have  three  spellings,  Carnine,  Carmine,  and  Canine. 

Since  Dirk  Conyn  (Derek  Konyn)  was  the  grand  son  of 
Leendert  Conyn  he  would  be  of  the  third  rather  than  of  the 
first  generation  of  C amines  in  America.  As  he  was  a  sec¬ 
ond  son  his  number  in  this  record  is  2-3  instead  of  1-1  as 
in  the  1935  edition.  Peter  Carnine  was  a  first  son  in  the 
fifth  generation  (1-5)  and  Ralph  Carnine  as  eighth  child  in 
the  sixth  generation  (8-6).  All  others  of  the  Peter  Carnine 
family  are  likewise  moved  up  two  generations  making  a  total 
of  twelve  generations  to  date  rather  than  ten  as  shown  in 
the  1935  edition.  Persons  having  that  edition  can  make  the 
adjustment  by  adding  2  to  the  second  number  in  each  case. 

The  following  genealogy  attempts  a  rather  complete  list 
of  the  descendants  of  Ralph  Carnine  only.  The  names  of  the 
Children  of  Richard  and  Cornelius,  his  brothers,  are  given 
on  pages  26-28.  Since  the  Van  Nuys  Genealogy  has  a  very 
complete  list  of  the  descendants  of  these  two  it  is  deemed 
unnecessary  to  repeat  them  here.  For  the  descendants  of 
Andrew  Carnine  see  page  89  of  this  record,  and  page  238  of 
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the  Van  Nuys  Genealogy.  Dennis  Carnine,  a  son  of  Andrew, 
married  Christina  Van  Nuys. 

GENEALOGY  OF  THE  CARNINE  FAMILY 

1- 1  IEENDERT  PHLLLIPSE  CONYN 

So  far  as  shown  by  the  records  known  to  the  writer 
Leendert  Phillipse  Conyn  was  the  progenitor  of  the  Canine 
family  in  America.  He  was  born  in  Holland  and  came  to  New 
Amsterdam,  (New  York.)  Neither  the  date  of  birth  nor  of 
his  coming  to  America  are  given.  His  name  appears  on  re¬ 
cords  at  Beavermyck,  New  York,  dated  1655.  He  owned  a  home 
there  as  early  as  1657  and  up  to  1676,  or  later,  according 
to  Albany  County  Records,  p.  226,  Deeds  1-94,  303.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Agnetie _ .  Died  in  1704.  Phillip  (2-2  below)

Married  Rachael  Andriesse  Van  Bechten,  of 
Bergen,  New  Jersey,  October  24,  1707,  bans  having  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  Albany  September  16,  1707.  In  the  Sebring  record 
the  marriage  date  is  June,  1712.  Both  the  Wells  and  Pear¬ 
son  records  give  the  date  as  1707.  Probably  thru  this  mar¬ 
riage  comes  the  relationship  with  the  Burgess  family,  by 
which  the  Car  nine  ancestry  was  traced  back  thru  Holland  to 
Finland.  See  page  1.  The  Albany  record  lists  five  child¬ 
ren,  while  Che  Sebring  record  omits  the  name  of  Wemtie . 

In  the  Sebring  record  the  name  is  spelled  Konyn,  but  Conyn 
seems  to  have  been  the  original  spelling.  The  dates  are 
either  birth  or  baptismal.

1-5  Peter  Carnine 

Peter  Carnine  was  born  near  Bound  Brook,  Somerset 
County,  New  Jersey,  November  16,  1752.  He  was  the  son  of 
Dirk  and  Catelyntie  Conyn.  As  shown  in  the  Sebring  gen¬ 
ealogy,  he  married  three  sisters:  Caterdienty  Sebring, 
Christina  (  Syntie  )  Sebring,  (1774  ),  and  Hanna  Sebring. 

He  died  in  Kentucky,  February  2,  1841.  The  story  of  his 
life  is  given  on  other  pages  of  this  record.  There  is  a 
very  good  record  of  the  Smock  family  and  of  three  sons, 

Richard,  Cornelius,  and  Ralph.  The  dates  of  birth  of 
several  of  these  children  are  unknown  to  the  writer.  We 
judge  that  we  have  the  two  oldest  and  the  two  youngest.

Children  of  Peter  Carnine 
1-6  Catherine  Carnine 

Born  February  2,  1774.  Married  John  Smock,  March  27, 
1800.  She  may  have  been  a  daughter  of  the  first  wife,  as 
the  Sebring  record  shows  that  Peter  Carnine  married  Chr¬ 
istina  Sebring  1774.  The  Smock  family  moved  to  Indiana 
and  lived  near  Southport,  a  few  miles  south  of  Indianapolis. 
Judge  Smock  of  Indianapolis  was  a  grandson.  He  had  a  fairly 
complete  record  of  the  family. 

2- 6  Richard  ( Dirk)  Carnine 

A  son  of  Peter  and  Catalynte  Carnine,  who  signed  his 
baptismal  certificate  in  the  Conewago  Church,  January  17, 
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1779.  The  name  Catalyntie  is  evidently  the  same  as  Chris¬ 
tina  or  Syntie.  Richard  married  Charity  Van  Nuys  in  1800.
